'sudden noises such as tooting of horns, 
a ir brakes 011 street ears, or that pay 
any attention to other dogs or cats, 
are rejected at once. 
T hen the inten­ 
sive training period of about 
nine 
m onths begins. 
Finally th e blind re­ 
cipient is coached how to work with 
the dog and the two a re trained to­ 
gether. 
President Crocker stated that 
the 
guide dog opens an entirely new’ tieid 
to a blind person who hesitates to ask 
o th er people to assist him . 
With his 
dog he can come and go a s he pleases, 
without being dependent upon the as­ 
sistance of other people, 
lie can go 
to theatres, lectures, or on long hikes. 
Hr. C hristensen lost his own dog 
by death recently, and he told 
the 
Palm Springs men it w as one of the 
worst losses he had ever suffered, for 
the dog had been his constant com­ 
panion and guide for nine years. 
The association trained and deliver­ 
ed 13 dogs to blind people from their 
Los Angeles headquarters last year. 
The following letter, from the blind 
youth who will receive th e dog. ad­ 
dressed to Chairm an Lloyd Simon of 
the Lions Club blind com m ittee, shows 
how badly he needs a dog and how 
deeply appreciative the young man is: 
Dear S ir: 
I feel as though one 
of the leader dogs would be 
a 
great help to me. 
First I will give you a descrip­ 
tion of myself. 
I am 5 ft. 11 inch­ 
es and weigh 16b lbs. 
I'm just 21. 
1 am attending chiropractic col­ 
lege and expect to finish my edu­ 
cation in January, 
1940. 
after 
which I am sure I will be able to 
earn a good living. 
E ight years 
ago I joined the Boy Scouts and 
am now an assistant Scoutm aster 
w ith the rank of Eagle and 
two 
Palm s. 
In Scouting 1 learned how 
to hike and camp and quite a few 
other things of help to me. 
I hold 
an am ateur radio o perator's 
li­ 
cense, W6NPX. 
W ith th is letter 
I will enclose one of m y station 
cards with a picture of th e trans­ 
m itter and myself operating it. 
As I have told you I go to chiro­ 
practic college and sta rtin g in the 
first of Septem ber I will be leav­ 
ing my hom e at 7:30 a. m.. and 
not returning until after dark. My 
only m eans of transportation is 
the street car and since I must 
transfer the leader dog would be 
of great help to me. 
Also one 
would be of great value when I 
travel around visiting my friends. 
I live a t home and my parents 
would not object to my ow ning a 
leader dog. 
I have a house of my 
own and the dog would be good 
com pany for me. 
His food could 
be taken care of and I would take 
good care of him. 
I have a friend who ow ns one 
of these dogs and not long ago 
this dog guided me very success­

town, so I know I could manage 


one. 
I have found that in m any ways 
a leader dog would be of great 
help and if you are able to help 
me get one I would very greatly 
appreciate it.
